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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 1, please 
change ";" to Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings filed on April 27, 2007 are objected to for being of an informal 
nature. Amendments to the drawings have been made, but only the annotated 
drawings have been filed. Applicant is advised to submit replacement sheets of the 
drawings without annotations. Appropriate correction is required. 

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 

Replacement Drawing Sheets

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that . 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

6. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
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directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

7. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Faraboschi 
et al., US Patent 5,930,508 (herein after referred to as Faraboschi). 

8. Referring to claim 16, Faraboshi has taught a parallel processor performing parallel 
processing of at least one basic instruction contained in each of a plurality of instruction 
words, each of the instruction words consisting of the at least one basic instruction to be 
executed by at least one instruction execution unit and delimiting information only 
delimiting the at least one basic instruction (Figures 5 and 6), said parallel processor 
comprising: 

a. instruction execution units performing processes in accordance with 
corresponding, supplied basic instructions in parallel (Figure 1, Column 4, lines 
46-50, column 1, lines 16-62); 

b. an instruction fetch unit fetching the instruction words one by one in 
accordance with the instruction delimiting information (column 5, line 45-column 
6, line 19, Figure 6, element 630 is the first instruction word fetched and stored in 
the alignment buffer, element 730 of Figure 7); and 

c. an interface setting effective bits each corresponding to one of the 
instruction execution units and indicating a corresponding instruction execution 
unit for each basic instruction to be executed from each instruction word (column 
3, lines 15-36, column 4, lines 57-column 5, line 4, column 7, line 60-column 8, 
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line 55, dispersal bits), checking codes of the at least one basic instruction to 
identify the at least one basic instruction (Figure 3, element 222, column 4, lines 
40-46, instructions are decoded) and to determine the corresponding instruction 
execution unit for each basic instruction (column 3, lines 15-36, column 4, lines 
57-column 5, line 4, Dispersal codes are indicative of which functional unit 
instructions are supplied to.). 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments, filed April 27, 2007, with respect to claims 1-8, 11-13 and 
15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The grounds of rejection has been 
withdrawn. 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
